determined upon by France, Belgium and Italy. The oc- 
cupation was without incident and up to Thursday after* 
noon the new invasion of Germany had been accom- 
plished without bloodshed ot even disorders of any kind. 


Nearly all the troops employed were French—two di- 


visions of infantry and one of cavalry, commanded by 
Colonel Henrys, under General Degbutte's direction. 


The French advanced from Dusseldorf and Duisburg. 


A small Belgian contingent came down through Ruhrort 
and joined the French near Muelheim. 


While the troops were enter- 


ing the Ruhr, the French mis- 
sion which will eon'ti-ol the mines 
and other essential industries 
was on the way from Dusseldorf 
under instructions, from Pans.

might he solved,'" Mr. Rohan 
said 


"These problems arose because of cer- 
tain conditions in the teaching pro 
fession. The number of men who are 
in the work is growing less each year 
and has gradually dwindled from 43 
per cent in 1880 to 10 per cent in 191" 
This is due to better salaries elsewhere 
and because of a dislike for the work. 
The matter of a dislike for teaching 
cannot be helped much but the mat-

the most disastrous war in history, is 
just twelve times the indemnity imposed 
upon France by Germany after the short 
var of 1870. 
It is about one billion dol- 


lars more than ihe total war debts of the 
allies to the United States. 


Difficult as it may be to realize that a 


larger amount was at first expected the 
fact is that the reparations commission 
\vas instructed by the treaty of Versailles 
to ask from Germany twenty-four billion 
dollars—more than the national debt of 
the United States, the world's richest na- 
tion—as soon as the commission felt that 
Germany would be able to stand the load 
of interest and sinking fund- 
The first 


twenty billion marks were to be redeemed 
in gold by May 1. 1921. 


As every one knows the whole scheme 


has fallen down. 
The oversight upon 


German taxation, to make sure that the 
Germans were turning in at least as much 
as the allies, proved a failure. The grand 
totals, out of all relation to Germany's 
self-estimated capacity to par. which were 
demanded by the reparations commission 
only served to discourage the Germans 
and dissuade them from any purpose they 
may have had of paying up. Their evasion 
has been accompanied by a steady trend 
toward national rnin along the currency 
inflation route.

SHOULD \\K COUNT THE CALORIES? 


It is of some practical value to know that socallod 


gluten bread is practically as nutritious as ordin- 
ary bread and that one can grow fat on i«\ or thin 
off it. as readily as with or without white broad. 
It is of practical value to know that buttermilk 
and skim milk are about equally nourishing, and 
that popcorn and wheat flour are equally fattening 
or equally nonfattening, according to the quanti- 
ties eaten. It is of some value to know that an 
apple, an egg or a small potato will furnish the 
same amount of energy as 12 peanuts, six almonds 
or two tnblespoonfuls of sugar. By knowledge of 
the comparative nutritive values of common items 
of food one may more readily regulate the intake to 
meet the actual requirements of the system. 


Especially valuable to persons who arc overweight 


is a reasonable familiarity with the surprising: fuel 
or food values of knick-knacks or tidbits which 
many of us have the habit of nibbling just as a 
pastime, and dainties or delicacies which we in- 
dulge in socially. Thus, one large fig is equivalent 
to two plates of clam chowder: a bar of milk choco- 
late nourishes as much as one and one-third pints 
of milk: a very plain ice oream soda is the equiva- 
lent "in nutritive value of an orange, a slice of 
bread and butter and a cup of coffee with cream and 
sugar. 


Many oC the fancy sundaes all doctored -up with 


nuts, syrup, marshmallow and everything sweet 
are fully as sustaining and nourishing as an ordin- 
ary breakfast or regular victuals. Xo wonder some 
of us grow fat and the rest of us come home to 
dinner with little appetite. 


A calorie is the amount of heat required to raise 


the temperature of one gram oC water one degree 
(centrigrade), and the average adult requires -.500 
alories daily ^enough heat to boil six pounds of ice. 
The nutritive ^alue of various foods is measured 
by the amount of heat they will yield when digested 
and burned or oxidized in the body to supply energj 
or strength for muscular movements and for the 
working of the organs of the body. 
One gram 


.about 30 grams in an ounce) oC sugar or starch 
yields 4 calories: one gram of protein (lean meat 
fibre or w hite of egg or cheese or the gluten of 
wheat) yields four calories: one gram of fat yields 
9,4 calories. Therefore sugar and, sweets are not 
more nourishing or strengthening or fattening than 
cheese or meat, although one can digest and meta- 
bolize or burn tip about seven times as much sugar 


one can of meat in a day. It is not the food 


we digest and burn tip thai makes us fat or injures 
our health and endurance; it is the food we digest 
:ind fail to burn up. Some of us have an abnormal 
capacity for digesting starches and sugars and a 
very mean or poor capacity for burning thorn up. 
This is due to plain laziness in most cases, hut to 
deficiency of ductless gland function, such as dia- 
betes, in others.

(The salute between military .persons 


is a mark of both respect and recog- 
nition. It Is a mutual act. It may be

In all armies that sign ^consists of 


raisins the hand to the cap visor or 
hat brim, in some form or other. The 
significance of this lies in the origin 
of the salute, which takes us back to 
the days of chivalry.

met drawn down over his face, to be 
protected against any sudden en- 
counter.

In view 
of the presefit condition the average 
man is more interested in knowing

impuovement, making no provision for 
meeting the federal aid. The next 
legislature must make provision for 
doing th's or the federal aid will be 
lost to Wisconsn nnd a chaotic con- 
dition will resulty in the ' highway 
movement. 


\VHEKE GKT FUNDS? 


The question at issue is how funds 


are to be made available to continue 
our highway program. There is no 
intention of increasing tho 
program 


Tho idea that "Wisconsin is pushng 
highway work with greater speed than 
she should is unjustified. 
"We 
are 


lagging behind our negihboring states, 
in the matter of meeting federal aid, 
Wisconsin sixth state from the bot- 
torn of the list—meaning by this, 42 
slntes have matched the federal aid 
funds with state funds sooner than 
Wisconsin. 
The 
program 
in 
this 


state has been a moderate one. In- 
stead of pushing intensive construc- 
tion ot high types of road it has been

FAIXS ON MOTORIST 


The only course left is the motor 


vehicle, and the problem amounts to 
this: 
Either we are going to very 


sharply curtail our road program and 
tend to drop back into the mud again, 
or the motor vchiclo must furnish a 
larger share of the funds.

the issue which confronts the people 
who use the roads.

Their 
investigation 


showed that the 
cost of rural im- 


provements in Wisconsin

It will be obvi- 
ous to any one studying the above 
that the assertion that the whole cost 
of road building is to be loaded on the 
motor vehicle is totally without foun- 
dation, for only one-third of the cost 
will be paid by the motor vehicle and 
the balance will come practically all 
from the general property tax.

States government is evident. Opinion 
in government circles is practically 
unanimoiia that France is making a 
mistake not merely in her own situa- 
tion but a mistake of serious conse- 
quence to the whole world. 


CANJT INTERFERE 


Yet the oilYcial attitude is that the 


Vinted StateS government and,, the 
other governments associated 
in war 


against Germany have no legal right 
to interference and that the provisions 
of the A'crsaillles treaty permit France 
to exact penalties whenever Germany 
is in default of reparation payment. 
Irrespective of parties, the one thought 
is that France should have compro- 
mised before applying drastic mea- 
sures. 


But if the feeling toward Franco is 


one of coolness, it cannot be said 
that there is an increasing warmth to- 
wn rd Germany. There is no enthusi- 
asm over America's being placed in 
the position of morally supporting the 
(lei-man cry of inability to pay. In fact 
:i high official of the department of 
slate was asked today what assurance 
of German willingness to pay debts 
there would lie under the American 
plan of a. bankers commission to fix 
the indemnity than under the present 
London agreement of a year ngo which 
Germany says she cannot fulfill.
